1183 REPORT OF THE SECRETARY FOR THE YEAR ENDING 22 FEBRUARY 1963 

The high light of the yeat was of course the Triemnial in May. The business part is contained in the “Proceedings” which 
can he obtained from Anderson House. The entertainment, briefly, consisted of the stag dinner at the Maryland Club on 
Wednesday, 9 May. with the dinner at the Mount Vernon Club for the ladies given by Mrs. Blanchard Randall the wife of the 
President General; Thursday morning after the business meeting at the Peabody Institute, the Delegates and ladies were taken 
by bus to the foot of Broadway where they boarded the “Port Welcome”, luncheon on board, arriving at Annapolis and were 
taken around the Naval Academy by Navy guides, thence to Government House where framed pictures of the Signing of the 
Constitution of the United States and .of the Signing of the Declaration of Independence were presented to Governor Tawes. 
The Governor and Mrs. Tawes entertained them at a reception and buffet supper. Then back to Baltimore by bus. Friday 
after the business meeting a luncheon was held at the Mount Vernon Club, then to Doughoregan Manor where Charles Carroll of 
Carrollton the last survivor of the Signers lived and died. and where Mrs. Philip Acosta Carroll now lives and most graciously 
entertained at tea and cocktails. Then back to Baltimore where the final dinner was held at the Sheraton Belvedere. Here 
the formal transfer of the Chair was made hy the retiring President General. Blanchard Randall. to the newly elected one, Presi- 
dent General Francis Whiting Hatch of the Massachusetts Society. 


The Standing Committee met in November, January. and February. The principal business was the inspection. of 
applications of which 20 were approved. At the Annual Meeting all were voted upon and elected to Membership. Their names 
and propositi are contained in a list sent herewith for placing in the “ROLL” which has been furnished all Members.

Clinton Kilty Macsherry 


The Annual Dinner was held at the Maryland Club, 69 Members present. Mr. Macsherry asked the Blessing, and after 
champagne was served asked all to stand and in silence drink the Toast to General Washington. After the guests were seated, 
the names of the new Members present. eleven. were called and asked to stand before the Chair. Major McHenry then read 
the Immutable Principles and each was presented with his Diploma and rosette by Mr. Macsherry. Thev then returned to their 
seats and dinner was served. At coffee time Captain Tuck turned over the Chair to Mr. Macsherry ho introduced the Speaker. 
the Hon. Thruston Ballard Morton, a Member of the Virginia Society and Senator from Kectucky who made a most eloquent 
address. Vice President Levin Gale Shreve thanked the Speaker for his talk and Mr. Macsherry called on Mr. Douglas Dillon, 
Secretary of the Treasury of the United States and a Member of the Maryland Society, who made a very good short address. 
The Dinner then adjourned. 


At the Annual Meeting of 1962. a committee was appointed with Mr. Henry Du Pont Baldwin as chairman to present 
pictures of the Signing of the Declaration of Independence and of the Signing of the Constitution of the United States to all 
schools in Maryland. This has been done, formal presentations being made to the Superintendents of all city, county and 
parochial schools, who had applied for and were given a set of pictures for each school under their jurisdictions. This was paid 
for by subscriptions from the Society, individual Members, and several Foundations solicited by Mr. Baldwin, 


The Maryland Society now has 158 Members. the largest number since the Founding in 1783. There are 188 Original 
Members who may be represented in our Society, 95 now being represented. After the Original Members died off, there was 
a marked loss of interest, so much so that several State Societies went out of existence, but Marvland did not. All State 
Societies which had become moribund have since been re-constituted. The Membership dropped until we had only a handful 
of Members; sometimes at Meetings and Dinners there were a little as six present. There is now a ereat revival in all States 
more especially in Maryland. With the active help of our Members. perhaps we can go ahead and fill some of the vacant spaces 
in our Register, especially where a Member has died and his son does not realize the destinction a Membership in the 
Society of the Cincinnati confers on a man. 


The General Society annually asks for contributions for the up-keep of Anderson House and its Museum. We. the officers 
of your Society, ask you to vive as you are able.

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FOREWORD 


Compiling of data for this ROLL was started in 1959 by the Secretary, 
Colonel Harrison Tilghman and the Assistant Secretary, Rieman Steuart. 
It was decided that all Members from 1783 to and including those ad- 
mitted 22 February 1959 would be placed on a tabular list and if the 
book could not be finished until a later date the Members admitted after 
1959 would be placed on the pages following the tabular list. This has 
been done for 1960 and 1961. 

It has been deemed advisable to ealaae matters pertaining only to 
Maryland except the Institution and the By-Laws of the General Society. 
Names of Members with their addresses, lists of the general Officers, a 
geographical index, etc. can be found in the Register issued tri-annually. 

At the time of the death of Colonel Tilghman the work had been prac- 
tically completed, the tabular list set in type, checked and proof read. 
At the special meeting of the Standing Committee on 18 November 1961, 
the President, Captain W. Hallam Tuck, appointed a committee of Messrs. 
Blanchard Randall, Colonel Levin Gale Shreve and Rieman Steuart with 
instructions to furnish the printers with remaining articles and with 
power to complete the contract for printing and binding. 

It seems inevitable that errors will occur in all books of this kind. 
Readers are urged to report errors to the Secretary of the Maryland 
Society so that corrections can be made and an ae sheet mailed out 
to subscribers. 5 

The “List of Officers not represented”’ consists mainly of a list of names 
prepared by Commander Alexander Murdoch Norris in 1945. This has 
been revised and expanded to include names taken from McSherry’s 
History of Maryland, Scharf’s Chronicles of Baltimore (1874), and Grif- 
fith’s Annals of Baltimore (1833). The Society does not take responsi- 
bility for the eligibility of any of these officers. 

Sources of information—the signed Institution; the signed Amended 
Institution which failed of adoption; the Treasurer’s Book; the Return 
of 1791 by the Secretary, Lieutenant Robert Denny; the Minute Books; 
the Maryland Register of 1897; Heitman’s Register of Revolutionary Ofi- 
cers; and Metcalf’s List of Eligible Officers.

ARTICLE I 
Source of the Order 


It having pleased the SUPREME GOVERNOR OF THE UNIVERSE, 
in the disposition of human affairs, to cause the separation of the Colonies 
of North America from the domination of Great Britain, and after a 
bloody conflict of eight years, to establish them Free, Independent, and 
Sovereign States—connected by alliances, founded on reciprocal ad- 
vantage, with some of the great Princes and. Powers of the Earth. 


ARTICLE II 
To Be Perpetuated By Hereditary Succession 


To perpetuate therefore, as well the remembrance of this vast event, 
as the mutual friendships which have been formed under the pressure 
of common danger, and in many instances cemented by the blood of the 
parties, the Officers of the American Army do hereby, in the most solemn 
manner, associate, constitute, and combine themselves in one Society of 
Friends, to endure as long as they shall endure, or any of their eldest 
male posterity, and in failure thereof, the collateral branches, who may 
be judged worthy of becoming its supporters and members. 


ARTICLE Wil 
Name of the Order 


The Officers of the American Army, haying generally been taken from 
the Citizens of America, possess high veneration for the character of that 
illustrious Roman, LUCIUS QUINTIUS CINCINNATUS, and being re- 
solved to follow his example, by returning to their citizenship, they think 
they may, with propriety, denominate themselves the SOCIETY OF THE 
CINCINNATI. 


ARTICLE IV 
Immutable Principles 


The following principles shall be immutable, and form the basis of 
the SOCIETY OF THE CINCINNATI. 
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ARTICLE V 


Preservation of the Rights and Liberties Established by 
the Original Members 


An incessant attention to preserve inviolate those exalted rights and 
liberties of human nature for which they have fought and bled, and 
without which the high rank of a rational being is a curse, instead of a 
blessing. 


ARTICLE VI 


Promotion of Union and National Honor 


An unalterable determination to promote and cherish, between the 
respective States, that union and national honor, so essentially neces- 
sary to their happiness, and the future dignity of the American Empire. 


ARTICLE VII 
Extension of Brotherly Kindness in All Things 


To render permanent the cordial affection subsisting among the Offi- 
cers—This spirit will dictate brotherly kindness in all things, and par- 
ticularly extend to the most substantial acts of beneficence, according 
to the ability of the Society, towards those Officers and their Families, 
who unfortunately may be under necessity of receiving it. 


ARTICLE VII 
General Society Sub-Division 


The General Society will, for the, sake of frequent communications, 
be divided into State Societies, and’ these again into such districts as 
shall be directed by the State Society. 


ARTICLE IX 
Meetings and Principles to be Fully Considered Thereat 


The Societies of the districts to meet as often as shall be agreed upon 
by the State Society—those of the State on the Fourth day of July, an- 
nually, or oftener if they shall find it expedient—and the General Society 
on the First Monday in May annually, so long as they shall deem neces- 
sary, and afterwards at least once in every three years. At each meeting, 
the principles of the Institution will be fully considered, and the best 
measures to promote them adopted. | 
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ARTICLE X 
State Societies. Of Whom Composed 


The State Societies will consist of all the members resident in each 
State respectively. And any member removing from one State to another 
is to be considered, in all respects, as belonging to the Society of the 
State in which he shall actually reside. 


ARTICLE XI 
Officers of State Societies 


The State Societies to have a President, Vice-President, Secretary, 
Treasurer, and Assistant Treasurer, to be chosen annually, by a majority 
of votes, at the State meeting. 


ARTICLE XII 


Duties of State Societies 


Each State meeting shall write annually, or oftener if necessary, a 
circular letter to the other State Societies, noting whatever they may 
think worthy of observation, respecting the good of the Society, or the 
general union of the States,—and giving information of the Officers chosen 
for the current year. Copies of these letters shall be regularly trans- 
mitted to the Secretary General of the Society, who will record them in 
a book to be assigned for that purpose. 


ARTICLE XIII 


Powers of State Societies 


The State Society will regulate every thing respecting itself and the 
Societies of its districts, consistent with the general maxims of the Cin- 
cinnati,—judge of the qualifications of the members who may be proposed, 
and expel any member, who by a conduct inconsistent with a Gentleman 
and a man of honor, or by an opposition to the interests of the Com- 
munity in general or the Society in particular, may render himself un- 
worthy to continue a member. 


ARTICLE XIV 


Funds of State Societies 


In order to form funds, which may be respectable, and assist the 
unfortunate, each Officer shall deliver to the Treasurer of the State

ARTICLE XV 
Donations to State Societies Permanent Funds 


Donations may be made by persons not of the Society and by members 
of the Society, for the express purpose of forming permanent funds, 
for the use of the State Society, and the interest of these donations ap- 
propriated in the same manner as that of the month’s pay. | 


ARTICLE XVI 
Subscriptions for Relief 


Monies at the pleasure of each member, may be subscribed in the 
Societies of the districts, or the State Societies for the relief of the un- 
fortunate members, or their widows and orphans, to be appropriated by 
the State Society only. 


ARTICLE XVII 


General Society—of Whom Composed 


The meeting of the General Society shall consist of its Officers and 
a representation from each State Society, in number not exceeding five, 
whose expenses shall be borne by their respective State Societies. 


ARTICLE XVIII 
General Officers and Term of Service 


In the general meeting, the President, Vice-President, Secretary, As- 
sistant Secretary, Treasurer, and Assistant Treasurer Generals—shall be 
chosen to serve until the next meeting. 


ARTICLE XIX 


Business of General Society 


The circular letters which have been written by the respective State 
Societies to each other, and their particular laws, shall be read and con- 
sidered, and all measures concerted which may conduce to the General 
intendment of the Society. 
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ARTICLE XX 
Funds of General Society 


It is probable that some persons may make donations to the General 
Society, for the purpose of establishing funds, for the further comfort 
of the unfortunate,—in which case such donations must be placed in the 
hands of the Treasurer General, the interest only of which to be dis- 
posed of, if necessary, by the General Meeting. 


ARTICLE XXI 
Qualifications for Original and Hereditary Membership 


All the Officers of the American Army—as well as those who have 
resigned with honor, after three years service in the capacity of Officers, 
or who have been deranged by the resolutions of Congress, on the several 
reforms of the Army, as those who shall have continued to the end of 
the war—have the right to become parties to this Institution. Provided, 
that they subscribe one month’s pay and sign their names to the general 
rules in their respective State Societies—those who are present with 
the Army immediately,-and others within six months after the Army 
shall be disbanded, extraordinary cases excepted. The rank, time of serv- 
ice, resolution of Congress by which any have been deranged, and place 
of residence must be added to each name. And as a testimony of affec- 
tion to the memory and the offspring of such Officers as have died in 
the service, their eldest male branches shall have the same right of be- 
coming members, as the children of the actual members of the Society. 


ARTICLE XXII 
Officers Who Are Foreigners 


Those Officers who are Foreigners, not resident in any of the States, 
will have their names enrolled by the Secretary General, and are to be 
considered as members in the Societies of any of the States in which 
they may happen to be. 


ARTICLE XXIII 
Honorary Members. Limitation as to Number 


And as there are and will at all times be men in the respective States, 
eminent for their abilities and patriotism, whose views may be directed 
to the same laudable objects with those of the CINCINNATI it shall be 
a rule to admit such characters, as honorary members of the Society, 
for their own lives only. Provided always, that the number of honorary 
members in each State does not exceed a ratio of one to four of the Offi- 
cers, or their descendants. 
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ARTICLE XXIV 


State Society Rolls 


Each State Society shall obtain a list of its members, and at the first 
annual meeting, the State Secretary shall have engrossed, on parchment, 
two copies of the Institution of the Society, which every member present 
shall sign, and the Secretary shall endeavor to procure the signature of 
every absent member. One of those lists to be transmitted to the Secre- 
tary General, to be kept in the archives of the Society, and the other 
to remain in the hands of the State Secretary. 

From the State lists, the Secretary General must make out, at the first 
general meeting, a complete list of the whole Society, with a copy of 
which he will furnish each State Secretary. 


ARTICLE XXV 
Order and Ribbon of the Cincinnati Described* 


The Society shall have an ORDER, by which its members shall be 
known and distinguished, which shall be a Medal of Gold, of a proper 
size to receive the emblems, and suspended by a deep blue ribbon, two 
inches wide, edged with white, descriptive of the Union of America 
and France. 


The principal figure Cincinnatus, three Senators presenting him 
with a sword and other military ensigns. On a field in the back- 
ground, his wife standing at the door of their cottage—near it a 
plough and instruments of husbandry— 


—round the whole, 
Omnia reliquit Servare Rempublicam.

Sun rising—a city with open gates, and vessels entering the Port. 
Fame crowning Cincinnatus with wreath inscribed Virtutis Prae- 
mium.

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ARTICLE XXVI 
French Officers Made Members 


The Society, deeply impressed with a sense of the generous assistance 
this Country has received from France, and desirous of perpetuating the 
friendships which have been formed and so happily subsisted between 
the Officers of the Allied Forces, in the prosecution of the war, direct 
that the President General transmit, as soon as may be, to each of the 
characters hereafter named, a medal containing the Order of the Society.

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RULE OF 1854 


Adopted at the Triennial Meeting, held in Baltimore, Maryland, 
18th May 1854. 


(1). Resolved, That each State Society shall have the full right and 
power to regulate the admission of members, both as to the qualifications 
of the members and the terms of admission: Provided, that admission 
be confined to the male descendants of original members, or of those 
who are now members, (including collateral branches, as contemplated 
by the original Constitution); or to the male descendants of such officers 
of the army or navy as may have been entitled to admission, but who 
failed to avail themselves thereof within the time limited by the Consti- 
tution; or to the male descendants of such officers of the army or navy 
of the Revolution as may have resigned with honor or left the service 
with reputation; or to the male collateral relatives of any officer who 
died in service without leaving issue. 


(2). Resolved, That the male descendants of those who were members 
of State Societies which have been dissolved, may be admitted into 
existing Societies, upon such terms as those Societies think proper to 
prescribe. 


(3). Resolved, That the foregoing resolutions be proposed to the sev- 
eral State Societies, and their assent be requested thereto; and upon such 
assent being given by each of the remaining Societies, the Secretary 
General shall issue notice thereof to each Society, and thereupon the 
said resolutions shall become operative, and each State Society shall 
be at liberty to uct upon the power given thereby.

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THE SOCIETY OF THE CINCINNATI 
(Organized May 10, 1783) 


BY-LAWS 


(Adopted at the Triennial Meeting held at Newport, Rhode Island, 
May, 1956) 


ARTICLE I 
Name and Headquarters 


Section 1.01. The name of the Society is “THE SOCIETY OF THE 
CINCINNATI” which is unincorporated. 


Sec. 1.02. The headquarters of the Society shall be at Anderson House, 
2118 Massachusetts Avenue, N. W., in the City of Washington in the 
District of Columbia. 


ARTICLE II 


Seal 


Section 2.01. The Society shall have a seal, which shall be inscribed 
with the name of the Society and the year of its organization and shall 
contain thereon the picture and motto prescribed in the Institution for 
the reverse of the Order or Eagle of the Society. 


Sec. 2.02. The seal shall be kept at the headquarters of the Society 
and an impression thereof, duly attested by the Secretary General or 
the Assistant Secretary General, shall be affixed to all official papers 
and documents on which an imprint of the seal is required. 


ARTICLE Il 
Purposes and Principles 


Section 3.01. The purposes and principles of the Society are as set 
forth in the Institution of The Society of the Cincinnati adopted by the 
Officers of the American Army at the Cantonment of the American Army 
on Hudson’s River on May 13, 1783. (See Appendix A) 


Sec. 3.02. The Institution is the supreme law of the Society. 


ARTICLE IV 
Membership and Constituent Societies , 


Section 4.01. The Society shall consist of the members of the thirteen 
State Societies of the Cincinnati, namely, New Hampshire, Massachusetts, 
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Rhode Island, Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Dela- 
ware, Maryland, Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, and Georgia, 
into which the General Society was divided by the Institution, and of 
the Society of the Cincinnati in France. The fourteen above named 
Societies are hereinafter referred to as the “constituent Societies.” No 
constituent Society, in addition to those named in this Section, shall here- 
after be created. 


Sec. 4.02. The members of the constituent Societies shall be certified 
to the Secretary General by the Secretaries of their respective Societies. 


Sec. 4.03. Eligibility to membership in the constituent Societies shall 
be as prescribed in the Institution of the Society adopted May 13, 1783, 
as extended by the Rule of 1854 (see Appendix B) insofar as this Rule 
is followed by the constituent Societies. 


Sec. 4.04. The members of the Society shall have no individual prop- 
erty in the assets or income of the Society. . 


ARTICLE V 


Officers 


Section 5.01. The officers of the Society shall consist of a President 
General, a Vice-President General, a Secretary General, an Assistant 
Secretary General, a Treasurer General and an Assistant Treasurer Gen- 
eral. 


Sec. 5.02. All officers of the Society shall be elected at the regular 
Triennial Meetings of the Society from the members of the Society and | 
shall continue in their respective offices through the last day of the next 
succeeding Triennial Meeting or until others are elected in their respec- 
tive places. Each delegation present at a Triennial Meeting shall desig- 
nate one of their number as a member of the Committee on Nominations 
to nominate officers of the Society. 


Sec. 5.03. The election of officers shall be by Viva voce vote unless 
there shall be more than one nomination for any office, in which case 
the vote for such office shall be by written ballots which shall be tallied 
by three tabulators appointed for that purpose by the presiding officer, 
the result of which shall be announced by the presiding officer. 


Sec. 5.04. Neither the President General nor the Vice-President Gen- 
eral shall succeed himself, provided, however, that a period served in 
an acting capacity only or by succession to a vacancy shall not be deemed 
to be a term of office, and, provided further, that he shall be eligible to 
election to the same office after one intervening term. 
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ARTICLE VI 


Powers and Duties of Officers 


Section 6.01. The President General shall preside at all meetings of 
the Society and of the Standing Committee. He shall appoint all com- 
mittees, unless otherwise provided in these By-Laws or in any duly 
adopted resolution creating a particular committee; he shall be a member 
ex officio of all committees, including the Standing Committee; and shall 
have and exercise the usual duties of a president. 


Sec. 6.02. The Secretary General shall have the custody of the seal 
of the Society and shall attest the imprint thereof. He shall also have 
the charge and custody of all books, records and papers of the Society 
wherever located, except those pertaining to the office of the Treasurer 
General, and shall have the authority, in his discretion, to give to any 
person deemed by him to be responsible access to such records for the 
purposes of historical research or for other purposes deemed by him to 
be of interest to the Society. He shall record the minutes of all meetings 
of the Society, and shall prepare and publish the proceedings of all 
regular Triennial Meetings and of all interim special meetings of the 
Society, together with an adequate summary of the proceedings of all 
meetings of the Standing Committee. He shall keep a roster of the mem- 
bers of the Society and shall prepare and publish a Triennial Roster of 
the members of the constituent Societies. He shall conduct all corres- 
pondence for the Society, except that which properly belongs to another 
office or to any committee, and shall keep generally the records of the 
Society. 


Sec. 6.03. The Assistant Secretary General shall be the Secretary of 
the Standing Committee and shall record the minutes of all meetings of 
that Committee and shall make them available to the Secretary General; 
in case of his absence the Standing Committee shall designate a secretary 
pro tempore. He shall perform such other duties as he may be called 
upon to do by the Secretary General or by the Standing Committee. 


Sec. 6.04. The Treasurer General shall collect, receive, have charge 
and custody of, and be responsible for, all funds and securities of the 
Society and shall deposit all funds in one or more banks or trust com- 
panies approved and designated by the Standing Committee; he shall 
disburse the funds of the Society in accordance with the authorization 
or direction of the Society or of the Standing Committee; he shall super- 
vise all receipts and disbursements by any fiscal agent of the Society; 
and he shall perform such other duties incident to his office as are directed 
by the Society or by the Standing Committee. He shall furnish bond in 
such amount as shall be fixed by the Society or by the Standing Com- 
mittee, on which bond the premiums shall be paid out of the funds of 
the Society. 
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Sec. 6.05. The Assistant Treasurer General shall furnish bond in such 
amount as shall be fixed by the Society or by the Standing Committee, 
on which bond the premiums shall be paid out of the funds of the Society. 
He shall perform such duties as he may be called upon to do by the 
Treasurer General or Standing Committee. 


Sec. 6.06. Any office referred to in Section 5.01 shall become vacant 

upon 

(a) the death of the incumbent, 

(b) when the incumbent becomes so mentally or physically disabled 
as to be prevented from discharging the duties thereof and the 
Standing Committee shall determine the particular office to be 
vacant, 

(c) when the incumbent is absent from continental United States 
and the Standing Committee shall determine the particular office 
to be vacant, or 

(d) when the incumbent resigns. 


Sec. 6.07. Upon an office becoming vacant it shall be filled by suc- 
cession where so provided in these By-Laws, otherwise all vacancies shall 
be filled by election by the Standing Committee. The successor to an 
office shall have the powers and duties of the officer whom he succeeds, 
and shall hold office for the balance of his term, and shall no longer hold 
his former office, if any. 


Sec. 6.08. The following, in the order named, shall succeed to the 
office of President General upon the occurrence of a vacancy in that office, 
—viz;—-Vice-President General, Secretary General, Treasurer General, 
Assistant Secretary General, Assistant Treasurer General. 


Sec. 6.09. The following shall succeed to the office of Secretary Gen- 
eral upon the occurrence of a vacancy in that office,—viz;—Assistant 
Secretary General. 


Sec. 6.10. The following shall succeed to the office of Treasurer Gen- 
eral upon the occurrence of a vacancy in that office,—viz;—Assistant 
Treasurer General. 


Sec. 6.11. In the event that the President General, or Secretary Gen- 
eral, or Treasurer General is absent from any meeting his powers shall 
inure to and his duties shall be discharged during the period of such 
meeting in accordance with the foregoing statement of succession. In 
the event of the similar absence of any other officer, the Standing Com- 
mittee shall appoint a successor, but only for the period of such meeting. 


Sec. 6.12. No officer of the Society shall be entitled to cast a ballot 
or vote in any matter except as a duly elected delegate from one of the 
constituent Societies. However, in the event of a tie vote, the presiding 
officer shall be entitled to cast the deciding ballot or vote, provided no 
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ballot or vote has been cast by or for him as a representative of his con- 
stituent Society. 


ARTICLE VII 
Chaplains, Marshal and Counsellors 


Section 7.01. The President General, after each Triennial Meeting, 
may appoint Chaplains and Counsellors and successors thereto, not to 
exceed three of each in number serving at any one time, and a Marshal, 
all of whom shall be members of the Society. Each Counsellor shall be 
a member in good standing of the bar of a jurisdiction in which he has 
been admitted. 


See. 7.02. The Counsellors shall, upon the request of the President 
General, render their opinions on such legal questions as may concern 
the Society and render to the Society such legal services as its needs 
may require. 


ARTICLE VIII 
Standing Committee 


Section 8.01. The business and affairs of the Society shall be managed, 
during the interim between the Triennial Meetings and special meetings 
of the Society, by a Standing Committee. It shall receive, consider and 
report, with its recommendations, to the Society all matters deemed to 
require action by the Society. It shall pass upon the credentials of all 
Delegates and Alternate Delegates to all meetings of the Society and its 
decision thereon shall be final. 


Sec. 8.02. The Standing Committee shall consist of fourteen members. 
In addition thereto, the President General shall be a member, ex officio, 
of the Standing Committee, and shall preside at all meetings of the Stand- 
ing Committee. The Assistant Secretary General shall act as Secretary 
of the Standing Committee and in his absence the Standing Committee 
may designate a Secretary pro tempore. Neither the presiding officer 
nor the secretary shall be entitled to cast a vote in any matter unless 
he shall be a duly elected member of the Standing Committee, except 
in the event of a tie vote, in which case the presiding officer shall be 
entitled to cast the deciding vote provided he has not already cast a vote 
as the representative of his constituent Society. 


Sec. 8.03. Each of the constituent Societies shall elect or appoint by 
and from its members one member of the Standing Committee who shall 
continue to serve as such until his successor or substitute shall have 
been elected or appointed by his respective constituent Society. Each 
of the constituent Societies may elect or appoint an alternate member 
of the Standing Committee, who in the event of the absence of the mem- 
ber from the floor at any meeting of the Standing Committee may act 
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in his stead during his absence, but an alternate member shall have no 
rights or privileges while the member, for whom he is an alternate mem- 
ber, is on the floor. The President or the Secretary of each constituent 
Society shall certify to the Secretary General the names of the persons 
elected or appointed by his respective Society as a member and alternate 
member of the Standing Committee. 


Sec. 8.04. Meeting of the Standing Committee shall be held upon the 
call of the President General or upon the written request of five mem- 
bers of the Standing Committee. 


Sec. 8.05. Notice in writing of all meetings of the Standing Committee 
shall be sent by the Assistant Secretary General, as Secretary of the 
Standing Committee, at least twenty days in advance thereof, to each 
member of the Standing Committee, and shall state the date, hour and 
place of such meeting. ; 


Sec. 8.06. The Order of Business at all meetings of the Standing Com- 
mittee shall follow in general the Order of Business prescribed for the 
meetings of the Society. 


Sec. 8.07. Seven members of the Standing Committee shall constitute 
a quorum. 


ARTICLE IX 
Management of Funds of the Society 


Section 9.01. Subject to and in accordance with the directions of the 
Society or of the Standing Committee, the Treasurer General shall hold, 
manage, sell, invest and reinvest any gifts, donations, grants or legacies, 
moneys and securities for the Society. The President General shall, of so 
authorized by the Standing Committee, appoint an Investment Committee 
to render advice to the Treasurer General with respect to investment 
and reinvestment of the funds of the Society. 


Sec. 9.02. The funds of the Society and the registered securities in 
which such funds may from time to time be invested shall stand in the 
name of The Society of the Cincinnati, or in such other name or names 
as the Standing Committee shall from time to time designate. The actual 
securities shall be held in safekeeping by the Treasurer General. 


Sec. 9.03. Any bank or trust company acting as depository or in any 
other capacity for the Treasurer General under this article or under 
Section. 6.0 is fully authorized to take any action or fulfill any instruc- 
tions given to it by resolution of the Society or of the Standing Com- 
mittee as certified by the Secretary General or Assistant Secretary 
General. Any direction, determination or action so certified shall be full 
and complete authority and protection to and for any person or corpora- 
tion acting in pursuance thereof. 
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ARTICLE X 
Meetings 


Section 10.01. Subsequent to the adoption of these By-Laws, the 
Society shall hold regular Triennial Meetings, commencing in 1959, and 
in each succeeding third year thereafter. Extra or special general meet- 
ings of the Society may be called by the President General in his discre- 
tion and shall be called upon the written request of not less than five 
of the constituent Societies. 


Sec. 10.02. The regular Triennial Meetings of the Society may be 
held either upon the accepted invitation of any one of the constituent 
Societies, at such place as shall be selected by such constituent Society, or 
at the headquarters of the Society in Washington, D. C. All extra or spe- 
cial meetings of the Society shall be held at the headquarters of the 
Society or at such other place as shall be fixed by the Standing Com- 
mittee. 


Sec. 10.03. Notice in writing of all meetings of the Society shall be 
sent by the Secretary General at least four weeks in advance thereof 
to the President and Secretary of each of the constituent Societies, and 
shall state the day, hour and place of such meeting. 


Sec. 10.04. Each of the constituent Societies shall elect or appoint, 
by and from its members, not more than five Delegates and not more 
than five Alternate Delegates, of whom the Delegates shall represent 
their respective constituent Societies at all meetings of the Society and 
shall be entitled to the privileges of the floor. An Alternate Delegate in 
the absence of his principal from the floor of the meeting shall have and 
possess during such absence all of the powers of the Delegate, but shall 
have no rights or privileges while the Delegate, for whom he is an Alter- 
nate Delegate, is on the floor. The Secretary of each of the constituent 
Societies shall certify to the Secretary General the names of the Dele- 
gates and Alternate Delegates, and any substitutions therefor, elected 
or appointed by their respective constituent Society. The Delegates and 
Alternate Delegates shall continue in their respective offices until their 
successors shall have been elected or appointed. No proxy shall be 
accepted on behalf of any Delegate or Alternate Delegate. 


Sec. 10.05. Representation by Delegates or Alternate Delegates from | 
not less than seven of the constituent Societies shall constitute a quorum. 


Sec. 10.06. The Order of Business at all meetings of the Society shall 
be as follows: 
(1) Invocation. 
(2) Reading the immutable principles from the Institution. 
(3) Invitation to the members of the constituent Society, acting 
as host to the General Society, to be present at the meeting.

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(4) Report of the Standing Committee on the credentials of Dele- 
gates and Alternate Delegates. 

(5) Roll Call. 

(6) Reading of the minutes of the last preceding Triennial Meet- 
ing and of any intervening extra or special general meetings of the 
Society and action thereon. 

(7) Reports of officers and action thereon. 

(8) Report of the Standing Committee and action upon any recom- 
mendations therein contained. 

(9) Appointment of an Auditing Committee. 

(10) Report by the delegation representing each constituent So- 
ciety stating the name of its representative on the Committee on 
Nominations of officers. 

(11) Report of “The Society of the Cincinnati” (a District of 
Columbia corporation). 

(12) Reports of Special Committees, other than the Auditing Com- 
mittee and the Committee on Nominations. 

(13) Report of the Auditing Committee. 

(14) Report of the Committee on Nominations. 

(15) Election of officers. 

(16) Unfinished business. 

(17) New business. 

(18). Benediction. 

(19) Adjournment. 


Sec. 10.07. The manner of voting in all elections of the officers of 
the Society and in the decision of all matters submitted to the Society 
for action shall be as follows: 

(1) Each constituent Society, if and when represented by a duly 
qualified delegation of five Delegates, shall be entitled to cast five votes, 
which may be split, and a majority of all of the votes thus cast shall be 
necessary for an election or for a decision. In the event that any con- 
stituent Society shall be represented by less than five delegates, such 
constituent Society shall be entitled to cast only so many votes as it 
shall have Delegates present. The vote of any constituent Society dele- 
gation shall be polled only at the request of a Delegate from that con- 
stituent Society. Delegates, as used in this paragraph, shall include 
Alternate Delegates acting in the absence of their principals. 

(2) All votes, except by ballot for the election of officers, shall be 
tallied by the Secretary General, or in his absence or in the event that 
he is the presiding officer, then by the Assistant Secretary General, and 
the result shall be announced by the presiding officer. 


Sec. 10.08. No motion shall be debated unless the same is seconded. 


Sec. 10.09. Any resolution in order to be considered at any meeting 
of the Society shall be submitted to the Secretary General for the con- 
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sideration of the Standing Committee not less than five days in advance 
of the first day of the meeting of the Society at which such resolution 
is proposed to be considered, provided, however, that a resolution, other ’ 
than one proposing a repeal or amendment of any of the provisions of 
these By-Laws, first introduced at any meeting of the Society may be 
considered on the affirmative vote of a majority of Delegates present as 
the manner of voting is provided in Section 10.07. A resolution intro- 
duced and given consideration in accordance with the provisions of this 
Section may be altered, amended or modified as the meeting sees fit. 


Sec. 10.10. Roberts Rules of Order shall govern the proceedings at 
all meetings of the Society. 


ARTICLE XI 
Order of the Society 


Section 11.01. The Order of the Society shall be as prescribed in the 
Institution and the design thereof, approved June 19, 1783, shall be the 
official Order of the Society. 


Sec. 11.02. The Order shall be worn on the left breast or, with eve- 
ning dress, suspended from a ribbon around the neck, if so desired. 


Sec. 11.03. The Order may be purchased from the official jeweler, 
designated by the Society or by the Standing Committee, by any mem- 
ber of any constituent Society only upon a purchase permit issued by 
the Assistant Treasurer General, or such other officer of the Society 
designated by the Standing’Committee, at the request of the Secretary 
of the constituent Society of which the purchaser is a member. 


ARTICLE XII 
Certificate of Membership 


Section 12.01. A Certificate of Membership shall be issued to each — 
member of any constituent Society who may apply therefor, upon filing - 
with the Secretary General a certificate, signed by the Secretary of the 
constituent Society in which such member is enrolled, certifying that 
such member has been duly admitted to membership in that constituent 
Society and is a member in good standing. 


Sec. 12.02. The Certificate of Membership shall be in the following 
form: 


BE IT KNOWN that is a 
Member of the Society of the CINCINNATI, instituted by the Officers 
of the American Army, at the Period of its Dissolution, as well to 
commemorate the great Event which gave Independence to NORTH 
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AMERICA, as for the laudable Purpose of inculcating the Duty of 
laying down in Peace Arms assumed for public Defence, and of 
uniting in Acts of brotherly Affection, and Bonds of perpetual Friend- 
ship, the Members constituting the same. 


IN TESTIMONY WHEREOF I, the President of the said Society, 


have hereunto set my Hand at in the State of 
this day of in the Year of our 
Lord One Thousand ; Hundred and 
in the Year of the Independence of the United States. 
By order,

President. 


Sec. 12.03. The Certificate of Membership shall be furnished by the 
Secretary General at a uniform price, approximately equivalent to the 
cost of preparing and transmitting the same. 


ARTICLE XIII 
Diamond and Washington Eagles 


Section 13.01. The “Diamond Eagle,” presented to General George 
Washington, the first President General of the Society, by the French 
Naval officers who assisted the American Forces during the Revolutionary 
War, and the “Washington Eagle,” presented to General Washington by 
the Marquis de La Fayette, shall be kept in a safe deposit box in such 
bank or trust company as shall be designated by the Standing Com- 
mittee, from which they shall be removed only upon the order of at least 
one of the three Trustees thereof. 


Sec. 13.02. The Trustees of the “Diamond Eagle” and of the ‘‘Wash- 
ington Eagle” shall be the President General, the Vice-President Gen- 
eral and the Secretary General. Any vacancy in the number of Trustees 
shall be filled by the Standing Committee and any such substituted Trus- 
tee shall serve only until the next election of officers. 


Sec. 13.03. The “Diamond Eagle” and the ‘Washington Eagle” may 
be worn only by the President General and only on official occasions. 


ARTICLE XIV 
Flag 


Section 14.01. The Flag or Standard of the Society shall be of the 
following design: Seven light blue stripes alternating with six white 
stripes with a canton of dark blue charged with thirteen white stars 
arranged in a circle in the center of which there shall be a large Eagle. 
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ARTICLE XV 
The Society of the Cincinnati (a District of Columbia Corporation) 


Section 15.01. “The Society of the Cincinnati,” incorporated June 4, 
1937, under the laws of the District of Columbia (the officers and mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors of which shall be members of the con- 
stituent Societies) shall hold title to and shall manage all real property 
standing of record in its name, and the contents thereof, except those 
articles which are the property of the unincorporated Society, and shall 
receive, collect and manage all funds contributed for the maintenance 
thereof. Said real property and said contents thereof shall be held and 
managed for the benefit of the unincorporated Society. 


Sec. 15.02. The corporation shall submit reports to each meeting of 
the Standing Committee and to the regular Triennial Meetings of the 
Society. . 


ARTICLE XVI 
Amendments 


Section 16.01. These By-Laws may be repealed or amended only at 
a regular Triennial Meeting or at an extra or special general meeting 
of the Society or at a meeting of the Standing Committee at which a 
quorum shall be present by a vote of not less than two-thirds of the 
members of the Standing Committee attending, provided, however, that: 
at least thirty days advance notice in writing, setting forth the precise 
wording of any proposed change, amendment or repeal, shall be given 
by the Secretary General to the President and the Secretary of each of 
the constituent Societies. If these By-Laws are so repealed or amended 
at a meeting of the Standing Committee such action shall remain effec- 
tive as a temporary measure only until the next meeting of the Society 
at which such action shall be considered and shall in whole or in part 
be either confirmed or rejected. 


ARTICLE XVII 
Repeal of Rules and Precedents 


Section 17.01. All Resolutions, Rules and Ordinances which are in- 
consistent with these By-Laws and all administrative and procedural 
Resolutions, Rules and Ordinances, at any time heretofore adopted by 
the Society or by any duly authorized Committee thereof, with the 
exception of those provisions which are embodied in the Institution, are 
hereby repealed and rescinded. 
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IMMUTABLE PRINCIPLES OF THE SOCIETY 
OF THE CINCINNATI 


The Institution Prepared by the Founders Provides That the following 
Principles shall be Immutable and form the Basis of The Society of the 
Cincinnati. 


An incessant attention to preserve inviolate those exalted rights and 
liberties of human nature for which they (the Original Members) have 
fought and bled, and without which the high rank of a rational being 
is a curse instead of a blessing. 


An unalterable determination to promote and cherish, between the 
respective States, that union and national honor so essentially necessary 
to their happiness and the future dignity of the American empire. 


To render permanent the cordial affection subsisting among the offi- 
cers. This spirit will dictate brotherly kindness in all things, and par- 
ticularly extend to the most substantial acts of beneficence, according 
to the ability of the Society, towards those officers and their families 
who unfortunately may be under the necessity of receiving it.

SOCIETY OF THE CINCINNATI OF MARYLAND 
BY-LAWS 


(Adopted at the Annual Meeting held February 23, 1948) 


ARTICLE I 
Name, Origin and Purposes 


Section 1. Name. The name of this Society is SOCIETY OF THE 
CINCINNATI OF MARYLAND. 


Sec. 2. Origin and Purposes. This Society is a component of The 
Society of the Cincinnati, instituted by officers of the American Army in 
cantonment on Hudson’s River near Newburg, New York, on May 10th, 
1783. The principles and purposes of this Society are set forth in the 
“Institution” which was prepared and signed by the Founders of Ay 
Society of the Cincinnati. 


ARTICLE II 
Officers, Chaplain, Committees and Delegates 


Section 1. Officers. The Officers of this Society shall be a President, 
a Vice-President, a Secretary, and a Treasurer. The Society may by 
resolution provide from time to time for the election of an Assistant 
Secretary or an Assistant Treasurer, or both, as Officers of the Society. 


Sec. 2. Chaplain. The Society may elect from its membership a 
Chaplain, who shall not be an officer of the Society. He shall be an 
ordained clergyman of the Christian faith. 


Sec. 3. Standing Committee. There shall be a Standing Committee, 
consisting of the officers, and of three additional members to be elected 
by and from among the members of the Society. 


Sec. 4. Delegates and Alternate Delegates to the General Society. 
There shall be five delegates and five alternate delegates to the General 
Society. 

Sec. 5. Representative on Standing Committee of the General Society. 
This Society shall be represented on the Standing Committee of the 
General Society by such one of its delegates to the General Society as 
this Society shall elect. 


Sec. 6. Elections and Terms of Office. All offices specified in the 
preceding sections of this Article shall be filled by election by ballot at 
the annual meeting in each year, and the persons so elected shall hold 
office until the next ensuing annual meeting, or until their successors 
are elected and qualified unless the respective office shall have been 
created by resolution of the Society, in which case the office shall become 
vacant at the next ensuing annual meeting following an election thereto. 
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ARTICLE Il 


Duties and Powers of Officers, Chaplain, Standing Committee 
and Delegates 


Section 1. Duties and Powers of President. The President shall pre- 
side at all meetings of the Society and of the Standing Committee. He 
shall have power to appoint delegates and alternates in the event that 
any one or more of those elected are unable to attend a meeting of the 
General Society. The President shall have power to appoint a member 
of this Society as its temporary representative member of the Standing 
Committee of the General Society, in the event that this Society’s elected 
representative member should be unable to attend any meeting or meet- 
ings of said Committee. The President shall be ex-officio a member of 
all Committees authorized by action of this Society. 


Sec. 2. Duties and Powers of Vice-President. In the absence, or in 
case of the disability of the President, the Vice-President shall perform 
the duties and exercise the powers of the President. 


Sec. 3. Duties and Powers of the Secretary. The Secretary shall keep 
the minutes of all meetings of the Society and of the Standing Committee, 
and shall have custody of the books, papers, and records, including fidu- 
ciary bonds of officers, of the Society (excepting those for which other 
provision shall be made by the Society), subject to inspection thereof by 
any member of the Society at reasonable times upon reasonable notice. 
He shall receive and reply to communications addressed to this Society. 
He shall keep a full and complete roll of members, including their full 
names and current addresses, dates of election, dates of qualification as 
members, and material data relating to their respective propositi. He 
shall mail adequate notice of each meeting of the Society and of the 
Standing Committee, respectively, to each member thereof. He shall sub- 
mit to the Standing Committee at each meeting thereof every application 
for membership and communication regarding a membership application, 
received by him subsequent to the last preceding meeting of said Com- 
mittee, and he shall report fully to said Committee concerning such 
applications and communications. He shall promptly advise the Secretary 
General of the General Society of changes in membership of this Society 
however occurring, and of all changes in the address of members, and 
in the identity of this Society’s officers and representatives in the General 
Society. 


Sec. 4. Duties and Powers of Assistant Secretary. The Assistant Sec- 
retary shall assist the Secretary in the performance of the duties of his 
office, and in the absence or in the event of disability of the Secretary, 
the Assistant Secretary shall perform the duties and exercise the powers 
pertaining to the office of Secretary. 


Sec. 5. Duties and Powers of Treasurer. The Treasurer shall receive 
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and hold for the account of the Society all moneys of the Society (except- 
ing cash of the Permanent Fund), and shall hold, deposit, and pay out 
the same, at such time, in such manner, and for such purposes, as shall 
be authorized and directed by resolution of the Society, or of the Stand- 
ing Committee of the Society. He shall deposit all moneys of the Society 
received by him in the name of and for the account of “Society of the 
Cincinnati of Maryland” in such depositary or depositaries as shall have 
been approved by the Standing Committee. He shall keep proper records 
of, and account to the Society at each annual meeting, and to the Stand- 
ing Committee, whenever requested by it, for all moneys of the Society 
coming into his possession, and he shall furnish to the Society, at its cost 
for the premium thereon, a bond in such amount and with such corporate 
surety as shall have been approved by the Standing Committee, condi- 
tioned for the faithful performance of his duties as Treasurer. 


Sec. 6. Duties and Powers of Assistant Treasurer. The Assistant 
Treasurer shall assist the Treasurer in the performance of the duties of 
the Treasurer’s office, and in the event of the disability of the Treasurer 
for any cause, the Assistant Treasurer shall perform the duties, exercise 
the powers, and be subject to all the obligations and liabilities of the 
Treasurer, as specified for the Treasurer in the preceding section of this 
Article. 


Sec. 7. Duties and Powers of the Chaplain. The Chaplain shall per- 
form for the Society such appropriate religious functions as shall be 
requested by the Society or by the Standing Committee. 


Sec. 8. Duties and Powers of the Standing Committee. 


(a) Administration of Permanent Fund and Other Investments. The 
Standing Committee is authorized and empowered to hold, manage, sell, 
exchange, assign, transfer, deliver, and pay over, all stocks, bonds, notes, 
securities, evidences of debt or of participating interest, cash, and other 
property, constituting at any time, either the Permanent Fund, or other 
invested principal of the Society, and to invest and reinvest cash, includ- 
ing the proceeds of any and all sales of such property. Said Committee 
is authorized and empowered to deposit from time to time, all or any 
part, of such property in a custcdian or safekeeping account with an 
approved bank or trust company, and to obligate the Society for the pay- 
ment of such depositary’s charges in connection with such deposit. Said 
Committee may consent to the registration of any such securities in the 
name of a nominee of the depositary, provided that such nominee is an 
agency of the depositary. All securities which may be registered, and 
which are not registered in the name of such a nominee, may be registered 
in the name of “Society of the Cincinnati of Maryland,” or otherwise as 
this Society shall direct. No sale or purchase of any such property of 
the Society shall be made by the Standing Committee unless first ap- 
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proved by two-thirds of the members thereof. The Standing Committee 
shall submit at each annual meeting of the Society a detailed written 
statement of the Permanent Fund and other invested principal, including 
a written report of all sales, exchanges, and purchases of property made 
or approved during the immediately preceding calendar year. 


(b) Recommendation of Applicants. The Standing Committee shall 
examine and consider all applications for membership in the Society, 
and shall submit to the Society its recommendation of such applicants 
as are deemed qualified in all respects for election. 


(c) Filling Vacancies. The Standing Committee shall have power to 
fill a vacancy resulting from the death, resignation, or expulsion of the 
incumbent of any office or position. This power shall be exercised by the 
vote of two-thirds of the members of the Standing Committee, and when 
exercised the action shall be effective until the next ensuing annual 
meeting, or until the election and qualification of a successor to the in- 
cumbent elected by the Standing Committee to fill the vacancy. 


(d) Records and Reports. The proceedings and acts of the Standing 


Committee shall be recorded by it, and shall be reported to the pociely 
at each annual meeting. 


Sec. 9. Duties and Powers of the Member of the Standing Committee 
of the General Society. This Society’s member of the Standing Com- 
mittee of the General Society shall attend and take part in all meetings 
of the Standing Committee of the General Society, and if instructed by 
this Society shall carry out its instructions. 


Sec. 10. Duties and Powers of Delegates and Alternate Delegates to 
the General Society. The delegates and alternate delegates shall attend 
and take part in the meetings of the General Society, and if instructed 
by this Society shall carry out its instructions. 


ARTICLE IV 
Permanent Fund 


Section 1. The Permanent Fund shall consist of: 

(a) the cash, investments, and other property constituting the Per- 
manent Fund at the date of adoption of these By-Laws; 

(b) all admission fees subsequently received; 

(c) all future legacies and gifts not specifically designated by testator 
or donor for other uses or purposes; 

(d) all other moneys, investments, and other property, which shall be 
allocated to the Permanent Fund by action of the Society. 
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Sec. 2. The Permanent Fund is declared to be an Endowment Fund 
and shall be held in trust, and only the income therefrom shall be avail- 
able for the current uses and expenses of the Society. The principal shall 
not be hypothecated, or drawn upon, or used for any other purpose than 
that of an Endowment Fund. 


ARTICLE V 
Auditing Committee 


Section 1. Preceding the annual meeting of the Society, the Presi- 
dent shall appoint a Committee of two members to examine and audit 
the accounts of the Treasurer, and of the Assistant Treasurer, if any, 
and of the Standing Committee’s accounts of the Permanent Fund, and 
other property, for the calendar year preceding the annual meeting. The 
Committee shall report in writing its findings to the Society at the annual 
meeting. 


ARTICLE VI 
Meetings 


Section 1. Meetings of the Society. An annual meeting of the Society 
shall be held on the twenty-second day of February in each year, the 
anniversary of the birth of General George Washington, the first Presi- 
dent General of The Society of the Cincinnati, at such place as may be 
determined by the Standing Committee. Should the day fall on a Sunday 
the meeting shall be held the following day. 

Special meetings of the Society may be called by the President or 
by direction of the Standing Committee, and shall be called upon the 
request in writing of ten members of the Society, provided that the pur- 
pose of such meeting is stated in the request. Written notice of all special 
meetings shall be mailed to every member of the Society not less than 
two weeks before the date of such meeting, and such notice shall specify 
the time, place and purpose of the meeting. No business may be trans- 
acted at any special meeting of the Society, excepting the business speci- 
fied in the notice of the meeting. 


Sec. 2. Meetings of the Standing Committee. The Standing Com- 
mittee shall meet not less than two weeks before the annual meeting 
of the Society, and at such time and place, as shall be determined by 
the President, or by a majority of the members of the Standing Com- 
mittee. Special meetings of the Standing Committee shall be held at any 
time and place, upon the call of the President, or upon the request in 
writing of three members of the Committee. Not less than forty-eight 
hours’ notice of the time and place of all special meetings of the Stand- 
ing Committee shall be given by mail or by telegram to every member 
of said Committee. 
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Sec. 3. Voting. At any meeting of the Society or of the Standing 
Committee, a majority vote of the members attending shall be necessary 
and sufficient for any action authorized under these By-Laws, unless 
otherwise provided in these By-Laws. 


Sec. 4. Quorums. Eight members shall constitute a quorum of the 
Society. Two-thirds of the members of the Standing Committee shall 
constitute a quorum thereof. 


ARTICLE VII 2O05 4 37 
Membership 


Section 1. Applications. Every application for membership in the 
Society must be made in duplicate on the forms prescribed by the Society 
and furnished by the Secretary, which must be signed by the applicant, 
and by a proposer and another endorser of the applicant. The proposer 
must be a member of this Society, and the other endorser must be a 
person whose standing and reputation are known to the Standing Com- 
mittee. The application must state the applicant’s profession or occupa- 
tion, his place of residence, his line of descent from, or his relationship 
to, the Revolutionary Officer, whom he presents as his propositus, to- 
gether with the rank, and other material data regarding the service of 
that Officer in the Revolution. ; 


Sec. 2. Qualifications of Members. No person shall be eligible for 
election to membership in this Society who is under twenty-one years 
of age, or who is not in the judgment of this Society a gentleman of 
honor, of good repute, and in all respects worthy of becoming one of its 
members. No applicant will be elected to membership unless he possesses 
the qualifications that are stated as primary requirements in the Institu- 
tion of The Society of the Cincinnati. 


Sec. 3. General Principles Affecting Membership. This Society reserv- 
ing to itself the absolute right of choosing among eligible persons that 
one who in this Society’s judgment is best fitted to promote the ends and 
purposes of the Society, will ordinarily observe the following principles 
in electing a member: 

(a) Direct descendents of the propositus will be preferred to collateral 
relatives. 

(b) The male lines of descent will be preferred. 

(c) The senior line of descent will be preferred. 

(d) The line of descent in which the male line of descent from the 
propositus, or from his first eligible collateral representative, was longest, 
will be preferred. 

(e) The written or constructive waiver (as hereinafter defined and 
provided) or any claim to consideration by this Society for election to 
membership will be recognized without prejudice to the interests of any 
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other person, and the person so waiving will be disregarded in filling 
the vacancy. | 

(f) When a right originating either with an Original Member or under 
the Rule of 1854 shall have been unrepresented in the living membership 
of this Society for thirty years or more and an applicant, having made 
the necessary research, shall have established eligibility under the right, 
and no person entitled to priority of consideration for election shall have 
applied, such applicant may be elected a member. If so elected, and 
having qualified, such member shall, ordinarily, thereafter be held to 
be a secondary propositus and membership shall, ordinarily, descend 
through him, directly and collaterally, in preference to all other lines 
from such member’s primary propositus, subject however to the reserved 
right of the Society to select among eligible persons descended directly 
or collaterally from either the primary or secondary propositus, the one 
who in the Society’s judgment is best fitted to promote the ends and 
purposes of the Society. 


Sec. 4. Constructive Waiver of Application Privilege. The Standing 
Committee may in its discretion cause wrtten notice to be given to any 
person, who is apparently qualified to make application for member- 
ship as representative of an identified propositus, that unless he asks 
for application forms and makes such application in the prescribed form 
and manner, before the date specified in such notice, he will be deemed 
to have waived any claim to consideration for membership that he may 
have. If he then fails to make application in the prescribed form and 
manner before the date specified in such notice the Society may elect 
another qualified representative of the same propositus. No action of 
the Society hereunder shall prejudice the interests of any person other 
than him to whom such notice is given. 


Sec. 5. Admission Fees and Subscribing Institution. In finally quali- 
fying as a member of this Society each person hereafter elected or trans- 
ferred to membership in this Society shall be required: 

(a) To pay an admission fee of $50.00, and in case of his election under 
the Rule of 1854 to pay an additional fee of $100.00 unless a predecessor 
in representation of his propositus has paid an admission fee to this 
Society; 

(b) To subscribe to the general principles and purposes of The Society 
of the Cincinnati as contained in its Institution by signing a form in which 
they are set forth, and which has been approved by the Standing Com- 
mittee. ; 

Upon compliance with the foregoing requirements, a certificate of 
membership signed by this Society’s President or Vice-President, and 
countersigned by its Secretary or Assistant Secretary, shall be issued 
to each of such members at his charge for the cost thereof. 


Sec. 6. Forfeiture of Election to Membership. If any person hereafter 
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elected to membership shall fail to pay his admission fee, or fail to sub- 
scribe and deliver to this Society the specified form of statement of the 
Society’s principles and purposes, within thirty days after the date of 
the mailing of a formal notice to him of his election to membership, 
and of a statement of the requirements to be met by him, his election to 
membership shall be deemed void and forfeited; provided, however, that 
the said period of thirty days may be extended for cause by the Standing 
Committee. 


Sec. 7. Election of Members. Applicants for membership, whose cre- 
dentials and qualifications shall have been examined and favorably re- 
ported by the Standing Committee, may be elected to membership in 
this Society at any annual or special meeting thereof by a voice vote; 
provided that such election shall be conditioned upon strict compliance 
by the person elected with the requirements of Sections 5 and 6 of this 
Article; and further provided that upon request of any member of this 
Society the voting shall be by ballot. No applicant shall be deemed elected 
to membership if two adverse votes are cast against him. 


ARTICLE VIII 
Transfer of Membership 


Section 1. Subject to the approval of the Standing Committee, any 
member of another State Society may transfer his membership to this 
Society, upon furnishing to this Society a certificate from the Secretary 
of the other State Society stating that the applicant for transfer is a 
member in good standing, and upon paying to this Society the admis- 
sion fee that would have been required of him had he originally been 
elected a member of this Society. 


Sec. 2. This Society will authorize the transfer of any member thereof 
to another State Society provided that no part of the admission fee paid 
to this Society shall be transferred or refunded, and that any and all 
interest of the transferee in any property of this Society shall be wholly 
relinquished. 


ARTICLE IX 
Expulsion 


If this Society finds as a fact that the conduct of any member thereof 
has been unworthy of a gentleman and a man of honor, or in conflict 
with the obligations of good citizenship, or in conflict with the principles 
and purposes ‘of The Society of the Cincinnati as expressed in its Institu- 
tion, such members may be expelled by the vote of four-fifths of the mem- 
bers present at any annual or special meeting of the Society, excluding 
the vote of the accused member; provided, however, that the accused 
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member before expulsion shall have been informed of the nature of the 
charges against him, and shall have been afforded adequate opportunity 
to be heard and to defend himself against all charges of misconduct. 


ARTICLE X 
Insignia 

Section 1. The insignia of this Society are the Eagle with ribbon as 
provided in the Institution, and the Rosette of the colors of The Society 
of the Cincinnati. 

Sec. 2. The Eagle suspended by the ribbon should be worn by every 
member at all meetings and social functions of the Society. 

Sec. 3. The presumptive successor of a member may be authorized 
by the Standing Committee to wear such an appropriate insigne as shall 
have been approved by this Society. 


ARTICLE XI 
Order of Business 


Section 1. The order of business at meetings of the Society shall be 
as follows: 

(a) Roll Call. 

(b) Prayer of Chaplain. 

(c) Reading of the Principles as set forth in the Institution. 

(d) Reading of the Minutes of the previous meeting of the Society 
and of the Standing Committee. 

(e) Reports: 

1. Officers. 
2. Standing Committee. 
3. Special Committees. 

(f) Election of Members. 

(g) Nominations and Election of Officers, Standing Committee, Mem- 
ber of the Standing Committee of the General Society, and Delegates 
and Alternates to the General Society. 

(h) Unfinished Business. 

(i) New Business. 

(j) Adjournment. 


ARTICLE XII 
Amendments 


Section 1. These By-Laws may be amended by the affirmative votes 
of three-fourths of the members present, at any annual or special meet- 
ing of the Society, provided that a notice and copy of the proposed 
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amendments shall have been mailed to all members not less than two 
weeks before the meeting at which action thereon is to be taken. 


AMENDMENT ADOPTED 22 FEBRUARY 1958 


That neither the President nor Vice-President shall be eligible to suc- 
ceed himself after serving five consecutive years; however, tenure of 
office by the present President and Vice-President prior to and until the 
annual election in 1960 shall not disqualify either of them for reelection; 

That at the annual election in 1959 one member at large of the Stand- 
ing Committee shall be elected for a term of three years, one member 
for a term of two years and the third member for a term of one year, 
and, thereafter, one member at large of the Standing Committee shall 
be elected each year for a term of three years; vacancies among mem- 
bers at large shall be filled only for the unexpired term of the member 
he replaces, however, no member at large shall be eligible to succeed 
himself. 


RULE OF 1854 


Resolved, that each State Society shall have the full right and power 
to regulate the admission of members, both as to qualification of mem- 
bers and the terms of admission; provided that admission be confined 
to the male descendants of original members (including collateral 
branches, as contemplated by the original Constitution); or to the male 
descendants of such Officers of the Army or Navy as may have been 
entitled to admission, but who failed to avail themselves thereof within 
the time limited by the Constitution; or to the male descendants of such 
Officers of the Army or Navy of the Revolution as may have resigned 
with honor, or left the service with reputation; or to the male collateral 


relatives of any Officer who died in service without having issue.
